Tt was’a year later the story 
was broken.

Dickie Kerr, whose integrity 
had been so great the gamblers 
never approached him, had two 
more good seasons. In 1920 he won 
21 games. In 1921 he was a win- 
ner in 19.

So skip now to 1940. In that 
year a discouraged young rookie 
named Musial was at Daytona 
Beach where Dickie Kerr was 
manager of the Class D. club. 
Kerr encouraged him, helped 
him and got him started. The 
Kerrs took the rookie and his wife 
into their home. The Musials’ 
first child was named Dickie. He 
now is getting ready to take that 
good name to the freshman rolls 
at Notre Dame. 

This spring Dickie Kerr, the el- 
der, was 65.

WASHINGTON — Key congres- 
sional Democrats and the secre- 
tary of the treasury have infor- 
mally agreed that a general tax 
cut should be ruled out for the 
present and probably for the rest 
of this year. 

In addition, they favor a straight 
one-year extension of present cor- 
poration and excise (sales) taxes, 
which are scheduled for automatic 
reduction June 30 under existing 
law. Any changes in these rates 
would be deferred until the ex- 
tension bill had been enacted. 


But the agreement so far has 
no official standing because the 
treasury chief, Robert B. Ander- 
son, has been unable to win Pres- 
ident Eisenhower’s support for his 
position.

Georgia’s non-farm employment 
fell to 936,300 last month — down 
3,400 from March and 31,700 low- 
er than in April, 1957, State Labor 
Commissioner Ben T. Huiet re- 
ported Sunday.

March to April job loss since 1947,

In announcing the dismissal of the 
director and two other officials of the sales 
tax unit, Commissioner T. V. Williams 
praised The Atlanta Constitution for un- 
covering the irregularities which led to 
his action. 

“IT am deeply appreciative to Atlanta 
newspapers for calling some of these dis- 
crepancies to my attention in order that 
{ might take such steps as are necessary 
to protect the state’s interests and pre- 
vent recurrence.” 

We thank Mr. Williams for his com- 
mendable if belated forthrightness. 


But we remind him that just a few 
days ago he was referring to our report- 
ers as sadistic liars and was otherwise 
denouncing them and this newspaper for 
doing what they conceive to be their 
public duty. 

We would like to remind the governor 
that he was making a speech just a few 
hours before Mr. Williams was confronted 
with evidence which could not be ignored. 

And what was the governor saying? 

Why it was his old tune and the one 
Mr. Williams was singing but a day or 
so before. 

Gov. Griffin said the newspapers were 
trying to sow doubt and suspicion about 
him and the administration. 

The governor knows full well that the 
newspapers don’t create such things as 
have been revealed about his administra- 
tion. 

As a newspaper whose long record is 
one of trying as best it knows how to 
serve its readers, it does appear to us 
that too many political leaders in our 
time seem to think, on being elected to 
office, that the office is their personal 
property. 

There is, it seems to us, too much of 
an attitude on the part of politicians and 
some of the public that illegal use of con- 
victs or spending highway money con- 
trary to regulations just to do a favor to 
a political pal really isn’t important.

The Presses Still Will Roll 
Despite Williams’ Ad Ban 


Revenue Commissioner T. V. Williams has cracked down on 
daily newspapers in Macon and Atlanta by ordering them to elimi- 
nate liquor advertising where more than one-third of their sub- 
scribers live in dry counties. His order becomes effective June 1 and 
will cost the newspapers some three-quarters of a million dollars in 


revenue from liquor ads. 

Nothing was said about newspa- 
pers in Savannah and Augusta 
that publish liquor advertisements. 
Just recently Mr. Williams or- 
dered color advertising to cease 
and limited each brand of whisky 
to be advertised to 60 inches. No 
more page or double truck ad- 
vertisements will appear in any 
Georgia newspaper. 

The Sandersville Progress was 
the first weekly newspaper in 
Georgia to refuse to accept liquor 
advertisements. This edict was is- 
sued by the late C. B. Chapman, 
editor for more than a half cen- 
tury. Many other Georgia news- 
papers later adopted the same 
policy. | 

Of course, newspapers published 
in dry counties are not permitted 
to advertise liquor or beer. Mr. 
Williams says he has no way of 
controlling liquor advertisements 
in magazines that have wide cir- 


culation in Georgia. Therefore, we 


believe Mr. Williams’ orders are 


punitive against the Atlanta dai- - 


lies. Both. publications have un- 
covered irregularities in various 
departments of our state govern- 


ment, including Mr. Williams’ 


revenue department. 

These publications will continue 
to go to press regardless of reve- 
nue Mr, Williams has deprived 
them of. To be perfectly unbiased 
we believe Mr. Williams should 
apply the same rule to all dailies.

Stuart Symington 
Has ‘Right’ Touch 


WASHINGTON—It is possible that in look- 
ing for a presidential nominee in 1960 the Dem- 
ocrats may find in Sen. Stuart Symington a new 


Missouri Compromise. The original Missouri Compromise, as readers 
of history will recall, was a settlement in 1820 involving the issue 
of slavery. It roughly determined what new states entering the Union 
could be free and what could be slave—and did not greatly please 


either side. 

Symington, of course, is from 
Missouri. No sliderule technique 
could establish the matter, but 
it is probable that he would be 
more popular with the public— 
if he should get the nomination— 
than with the professionals at the 
Democratic convention itself. 


Many believe, for example, It 
was one kind of non-pro vote, the 
feminine vote, that twice made 
heavy Eisenhower victories possi- 
ble. If this be true, Symington 
should do pretty well—provided he 
got past the convention. For he 
is tall and fair and handsome. 


His general potentialities for the 
Democratic nomination are not 
much built, however, upon per- 
sonal glamor, Actually, they are 
more related to a striking ab- 
sence of political glamor. Every- 
thing about Symington, in the po- 
litical sense, is somewhat mid- 
dling. 

His home state, Missouri, is not 
quite in the North, as it is not 
quite in the South. Certainly not 
Eastern, it is not wholly Western. 
It is just there, so to speak, 
astride the middle of the country. 

Symington himself has some of 
the political qualities of the pe- 
culiar centralism of Missouri it- 
self. He has, for example, nearly 
always stayed quietly with the lib- 
erals when the chips were really 
down—as in the civil rights fight.

In addition to those already 
named, there are Tansy, Wild 
Cherry bark (4-lb. lard box full, 


$1.50), Sassafras, Elecampane, 
Calamus, Feverfew and many 
others. 


Tansy is one of the more com- 
mon rural mountain medicines. It 
was introduced into America from 
the northern Old World, accord- 
ing to the Americana Encyclope- 
dia, which states, further, “‘it is 
a familiar weed of wastelands 
and roadsides, probably escaped 
from old herb gardens and main- 
taining its station with vigor— 
a characteristic which is said to 
have ‘suggested the Greek name 
Althansia, ‘immortality,’ which 
has been corrupted into ‘tansy.’ ”’ 


The encyclopedia says tansy’s. 


acid juice “contains a_ volatile 
oil that is very poisonous . . . yet 
the plant still holds a place in 
materia medica as an aromatic 
bitter and irritant narcotic; it is 


employed to relieve the pain of 
ulcers, s and rheumatism.” 


Tansy has dark green, fernlike 
leaves on a stem growing about 
three feet high, topped by gold- 
colored heads of florets. 
Horehound, as practically cv- 
eryone knows, is taken for coughs, 


often as a candy. It is a tonic . 


and a laxative, too. Sanguinaria, 
or blood root, also is a laxative. 
Zanthorrhiza apiifolia, whose 
bright yellow root gives it its 
common name, is used as a tonic. 
Its leaves are clustered at the 
top of a short stem and the foli- 
age turns a brilliant scarlet and 
orange in autumn. 


Elecampane, a member of the 
sunflower family, occasionally is 
cultivated as an ornamental plant. 
“The root,’’ says the Americana, 
“was formerly much employed in 
medicine, but has fallen into dis- 
use. It contains a number of ac- 
tive principles, the most impor- 
tant being a volatile oil, a cam- 
phor, inulin and helenin. -By rea- 
son of the camphor and the oil 
the action of the drug is some- 
what stimulant and stomachic. 
Elecampane was once very much 
used in the treatment of bron- 
citis and amenorrhoea (whatever 
that is). As a hot infusion it sub- 
serves practically the same pur- 
pose as camomile tea, being a 
good diaphoretic.”

WAYCROSS — This pleasant, 
thriving south Georgia commu- 
nity of some 25,000 souls sits 45 
miles north of the Florida line 
and borders the Okefenokee 
Swamp and the area of tourist 

sophistication. 

It is an Atlantic Coast Line 
and forestry center; it manufac- 
tures cigars and textile related 


products. Motels line tourist 
artery No. 1 just south of the 
city, and ‘‘no vacancy”’ neons 


regularly light the dark edges 
of the Okefenokee. 

Waycross has been represent- 
ed in the Class D Georgia-Flor- 
ida Baseball League for 17 
years. It entered the Georgia- 
Florida in 1939, four years after 
the league was founded, and 
hooked its caboose onto the At- 
lanta Cracker pennant express 
in a working agreement with 
Earl Mann. 

As a Class D farm, Waycross 
is the last step in the baseball 
ladder, and as such, offers two- 
way traffic—up and down. Those 
who have used the town as a 
springboard into the majors in- 
clude the likes of Taylor Phil- 
lips, Davey Williams, Gus Zer- 
nial and Jim Mertz. There were 
many others.

Those were the days of Atlan- 
ta affiliation. Two years ago 
Waycross followed Atlanta into 
the Milwaukee farm system. All 
went well, if not prosperously, 
until last season when the at- 
tendance situation became crit- 
ical. 

The old Waycross Bears av- 
eraged nearly 700 spectators per 
game. In 1939 the Georgia-F lor- 
ida League All-Star game at 
Albany attracted 7,000 custom- 
ers. Over 43,000 watched the 
"52 team. 


Only a = grant from minor 
league commissioner George 
Trautman saved Waycross 
baseball in °57. The club actu- 
ally folded, and was revived by 
the financial crutch from the 
minor leagues. 

The connection with Milwau- 
kee very nearly was severed 
this season, but finally a limited 
working agreement was reached. 

‘It is my belief that the fans 
were ready to come back this 
season,”’ says club president 
Erin Johnson, clerk of court. 
“IT just had that feeling, and it 
was more than encouraging 
when 2,100 turned out for open- 
ing night.” 

Enthusiasm soon waned as 
the little Braves dropped to the 
league cellar. 


‘‘Milwaukee evidently under- 
estimated the caliber of the 
other teams in the league,” 
said one official. “This is a 
pretty fast league.” 


Braves farm director John 
Mullen quickly moved to 
remedy the situation. He has 
poured a steady stream of re- 
inforcements into Waycross. In 
fact, only shortstop Johnny 
Schmitz remains from regulars 
who started the season. 

“We have a team capable of 
playing others on even terms 
now,” says Manager Everett 
Robinson. “But we've got to do 
better than that. Some 13 games 
separate us from first place.” 

The Braves are averaging 362 
patrons per game. ‘We need 400 
to break even,” says Johnson. 

“Our season ticket sales num- 
bered 175 at $50 apiece. I hon- 
estly believe we would be av- 
eraging 500 a game except for 
one thing . . . the team we 
started off was the sorriest in 
the league.” 


That’s the precarious base- 
ball situation today at Way- 
cross, one of many Waycrosses 
struggling in minor leagues 
over the nation.

Well, I haven't been to a cemetery working in years—not since 
I was about 5 or 6 years old and attended one in the little Swedish 
cemetery down on the coast of Florida. The social items in a 
Florida paper I once worked for ran heavily to cemetery workings 
and I guess the social activity in that part of the world did the 
same. 


But you move to a city and you forget about such country 
fetes until something like Madeleine Anthony's letter in the morn- 
ing mail sets you off. Madeleine, who is retiring as secretary of 
the Dahlonega Chamber of Commerce June 1 (so she says, but I 
wonder!), wrote to invite me to visit Auraria Cemetery within 
the next few days. It seems the women of that section are tearing 
up the bushes getting the old graveyard in shape for Memorial 
Day services May 30. 


“T have just come from there and found one 68-year-old Gold 
Star mother out chopping down head-high weeds,”’ Madeleine re- 
ported. ‘““They’re trying to get some two and a half acres cleaned 
off before May 30, and in the last week they’ve done one acre. 
About 1,700 graves dot the cemetery which covers a hilltop and 
runs off down on two sides. The place is completely grown up and 
matted with weeds, briars and bushes. The women are working in 
the hot sun but said they were determined to stay with it until 
the whole lot was clear.” 


According to Madeleine, who is such a natural-born Chamber 
of Commerce executive she simply radiates excitement about 
everything in her county, Auraria Cemetery is a fascinating place, 
She has a movement afoot to get a state historical marker for it 
because it has at least one soldier from every war buried there, 
including a lady identified only as “Grandma Paschal’ a Revolu- 
tionary War widow who was Auraria’s “‘angel of mercy” during 
1833 and the later gold rush days. 


Then there’s a pile of stones marking what is thought to be 
the oldest grave—that of a young boy who was ill a long time and 
asked to be buried on the hilltop he could see from his window, 


Naturally a Lumpkin County cemetery wouldn’t confine itself 
to markers as banal as urns. angels and lambs. At least one grave, 
Madeleine reports, has a gold pan, rusty and worn, for a marker. 


“It marks the grave of a woman buried some 60 years ago, 
she related. ‘“‘She was a miner and requested that her pan be her 
only monument. She and her sister used to wander over the mines 
of Auraria, and they kept their gold pinned inside their skirts in 
a long black stocking pinned at the waist. One day some revenuers 
walked up on one of them and, seeing her so stooped with what 
he thought was age and hunger, he took up a collection for her 
to buy food. They never told him it was the weight of the gold 
pulling her forward!”’ 

That's a lovely story but Madeleine can even beat that—almost. 


“In 1914 late in the afternoon the gravediggers struck a vein 
of gold in a grave they were digging for a pauper. There was 
nothing for them to do but bury the man, but they practically shed 
tears as they tell me about it.

“ ‘He died a pauper with his feet buried on a pot of gold, 


thev said. But someone told me they later followed the vein down 
the hill and at the bottom they mined gold as big as teaspoons!” 
Which leads me to believe a cemetery working at the old gold 


rush settlement of Auraria might be financially profitable as weil 
as socially exhilerating. Mrs. Anthony, I really regret I cant 
accept your kind invitation.
